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INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


For the fifth time it has been my privilege and duty to 
appear before the Honorable Board of Councilmen of this 
city, to advise ways and means of conducting the affairs of 
the city, as in all undertakings there must be plans and 
methods of procedure. ‘Therefore, in order that each and 
every department of the city’s affairs may receive their just 
and fair consideration, it is essential that some person or 
persons be empowered and entrusted with these duties, 
which naturally devolves upon the Mayor of each and every 
city alike. 

Before entering upon the duties of advising for the 
future needs of the city, it becomes the duty of a retiring 
official to review the past and point out to the council and 
citizens as well, the advantages already attained or lost, that 
the incoming administration may be benefited by the suc- 
cesses of the past, or prevented from failure by adopting 
plans and policies, already tried, which have proved to be 
errors, and detrimental to the city’s interests. 

I think I shall not be contradicted when I assert that 
during the Jast three years of what may rightfully be termed 
the present administration, the affairs of the city have been 
economically administered; the public debt reduced $4,000 
each year, our public institutions of learning rightfully main- 
tained, our public buildings kept in the best of condition, 
highways and sidewalks in far better condition than ever 
before ; all bridges within the city limits, with a ten-foot 
span or over, are of iron construction and thoroughly paint- 
ed. Our public debts have not only been substantially re- 
duced, but by the efficiency of all the officials, through 
which the financial affairs of the city have been managed, 
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we have been able to meet all the obligations of the city 
promptly. 

Our maturing bonds and interests have been promptly 
paid, the laborers, in whatever capacity, whether highway 
laborers, teachers, officials in each and every capacity, 
promptly paid, thus retaining for our city that well-estab- 
lished confidence ef which we have so much pride. 

To the retiring members of the city council, in behalf 
of the Mayor and remaining members of the council, I 
want to extend to you our hearty appreciation of your faith- 
ful work. Our associations have been pleasant and our la- 
bors faithfully performed, so far as we understood our 
duties. 

To the council of 1908, I can only ask and wish for the 
same courtesies and same hearty co-operation, as I have re- 
ceived in the past; that is what I shall expect on the part 
of the members, and in return I shall hope to accord to 
you, each and every one, my greatest courtesies and sincere 
affections.

HIGHWAYS. 


As I have previously stated, our highways are in far 
better condition than ever before. The favorable condi- 


tions of the last two or three years have enabled us to re- 
tain them in excellent condition, and while it is not wise to 
trust too much in Providence, yet I am of the opinion we 
ought to retard the expense in this direction for one year at 
least. 

SPECIAL HIGHWAYS. 


The Laws of 1905, Chapter 35, Section 3, relating to 
permanent improvements, requires us to raise the amount 
of 50 cents on each $1,000 of the assessed valuation of the 
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preceding year, to be expended in permanent improvements 
outside city and village limits ; therefore, on our last year’s 
assessed valuation of $4,001,030 we are compelled to raise 
and set apart the sum of $2,000.51 for this special fund and 
improvement, as against $1,927.50 last year, which we ex- 
pended in building an iron bridge in place of the old wooden 
structure known as the Eddy bridge, which has so long 
needed replacing. The amount to be raised in excess of 
last year for the above purpose is $73.01. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


While I am aware that this department is in excellent 
condition, under the skillful management of the police com- 
mission, [am_ perhaps not as well versed in its affairs as I 
would be if under our own civic government. This fact, 
being apparent, leads me to believe that less interest is re- 
vealed by our citizens generally in the welfare of the depart- 
ment, less harmony, less coherency, lending the impressive- 
ness of something foreign to that which ought to be our 
own and under our own management. More and more I 
am impressed that the candidate for a representative to the 
state legislature will have to announce himself publicly as 
opposed to all commission in the state before he will be 
able to receive my support, which I believe to be a growing 
sentiment throughout the state. 


ELECTRIC. LIGHTS, 


I hope and trust the council will not consider me too 
crotchety and fault-finding on the whole, because I believe 
there is nothing more detrimental, nothing more unscrupu- 
lous, than the natural-born fault-finder and kicker, but if you 
will remember, in my last year’s inaugural I stated that the 
electric system was entirely wrong, and the depth of wrong 
has grown deeper and deeper since. Many of the patrons_ 
of the Gas and Electric Company have been forced to dis- 
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pense with their service altogether, and others are contem- 
plating changes. Our street lights cost us surely one-third 
more than they ought, our city opera house and offices sure- 
ly double the expense necessary, and such an expense that 
we find it impossible to let the opera house in fair competi- 
tion with other cities about us, on account of excessive cost 
of electricity. - 

Dover made a bold push under the direction of His 
Honor, Mayor White, to get relief; the balance of the 
county have awaited the results, but we shall receive the 
condemnation of our citizens if we wait longer. This mat- 
ter ought to claim our immediate attention. 

We must instruct our representatives to the legislature 
to secure for us the rights of municipal lighting before it is 
everlastingly too late, and the hght and power company 
have fastened another ten years’ contract upon us. 


SCHOOLS. 


I am deeply impressed with the workings of the school 
system. Our advanced pupils are well accounting for the 
good work that is being done, and as I urged one year ago, 
the coherence of the parents in the work would add great 
impetus to the harmony and advancement. The school 
buildings are in the pink of condition, both inside and out, 
and I would urge a liberal appropriation for their main- 
tenance and the advancement of the educational work. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The report of the trustees and librarian of our public 
library show striking needs of larger appropriations for the 
introduction of new books, and also for increasing its facil- 
ities; a valuable institution, ranking in worth to the city as 


the schools. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department of our city is in excellent condi- 
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tion, and ranks equal with other cities about us, of our size. 
Buildings and equipment are in better condition, perhaps, 
than ever before. I would urge liberal appropriations for 
this department, because in them, when we retire at night, 
we place our second trust. 


WATER WORKS. 


Our water works system, under the management of a 
board of commissioners and Superintendent Parsons, is 
making some progress in the right direction. Some slight 
difficulty has been noticed in some sections of the city with 
the water, which, we believe, will be readily relieved as the 
ice leaves the river, leaving the water to be purified by the 
sun and air, and by blowing out the dead ends of the sys- 
tem. Sometimes impurities come back from these dead 
ends. While they do not fill to stop the flow of water, yet 
they do fill to such an extent that the impurities are some- 
times forced back through the pipes, and perhaps lend an 
odor unsatisfactory to the patrons. I would urge the com- 
missioners to give their attention to these matters, and also 
invite legislation, that our waters may not be contaminated 
by the people north of us on the river’s banks, 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY. 


Our cemetery has been much improved. Plans of the 
cemetery have been carefully drawn; a registry book made 
describing each and every lot in the cemetery, as well as 
each and every grave in the different lots; avenues named, 
lettered and numbered, and the entire plot systemized. 
Our trust fund has grown slowly, and at the present time 
amounts to $12,155.00. Weare anxious that this fund may 
still continue, until the institution may become self-sup- 
porting. 

SANITARY CONDITION. 


What seemed to us afew years ago as cleanly, before 
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our sewerage system was instituted, may at this time, after 
improved conditions, seem very unsanitary, and as many 
have, in the past two years, agreed faithfully to make con- 
nections with the sewers, but failed, I shall the more earn- 
-estly urge that the health department strive to force all, 
within a fair radius of said sewers, to make those connec- 
tions. The citizens demand it, the health demands it, and 
the department must demand it. Reverse the arguments 
of the past! Those who have promised so much and did 
nothing, this year let them do much and promise nothing. 


CILTY HALL. 


Our city building, under the management of a janitor, 
has improved conditions very much, and while yet a new 
thing, I shall look for still greater improvements yet to 
come. Our janitor has this year found his place; next 
year we shall expect him to find his work. 


SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


The sewerage system has been extended from: near 
Franklin street to the top of Partridge hill, at an expense 
of $5,000, a very expensive undertaking, owing to the great 
amount of ledge encountered the entire length of the con- 
struction. 

CITY POOR. 


This account has exceeded expenditures of previous 
years, the great financial depression of the country crip- 
pling and depressing every manufactory alike, and we have 
been brought to realize this depression more fully by the 
vast amount of application for aid. Many of our citizens, 
out of employment, unable to find work of any kind, dis- 
carded by the grocer, (who must protect themselves), find 
themselves destitute, their wives and children suffering 
with hunger. What next? 
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OFFICIALVREPORTS: 


Officials, in whatever capacity, ought not to be remind- 
ed that their reports should be in promptly. It is the only 
safeguard of the city. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


It may be of little consequence, at this time to make 
any recommendation, but it 1s my desire, in a way, to lay 
before you certain suggestions for consideration. 


Our special highway tax will be increased, % 73 01 
Our state tax will be increased, 585 00 
Our county tax will be increased, 4,103 61 
Our maturing bonds, over last year, increased, 1,000 0O 

Total over last year’s increase, $5,761 62 


I am satisfied that the same assessed valuation, the 
same liberal appropriations as last year, the same rate of 
$17.50 per thousand, can be maintained regardless of the 
increase. The $5,000 which was expended in the sewer 
construction, for which there was no appropriation made, 
was from funds in the hands of the treasurer not otherwise 
expended, which will offset $5,000 of the increase, leaving 
only $761.62, which I am sure can be saved from the liberal 
amounts appropriated last year. 

In closing let me urge among the members of the city 
council, promptness, earnestness, and a faithful discharge 
of their duties, for the continuance of an economic and 
prosperous administration.

REPORT OF CITY SOLICITOR. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council 
of the City of Somersworth: 


Herewith I beg leave to submit the following report of 
the conduct of the office of city solicitor of Somersworth 
for the municipal year ending March 3Ist, 1908. 


With the exception of a suit for fees earned by the po- 
lice officers of Somersworth, as witnesses before the grand 
jury and superior court, entitled James H. Joyce v. the City 
of Somersworth and Charles P. Andrews, entered in the 
September term, 1907, of the superior court in Strafford 
county, upon the equity docket, which has been continued 
by agreement of counsel, there is no suit in which the city 
is interested, either as party plaintiff or defendant. 


The petitions of the Dover, Somersworth and Roches- 
ter Street Railway Company, for the abatement of taxes on 
the Central Park property, have been settled out of court, 
and the railroad company has agreed to pay a tax upon an 
assessed valuation of $15,500 upon the Park property, which 
embraces all the property there except such as is used by 
the railroad in their business of common carriers, viz., it 
does not include car-barns, converters and machinery, and 
other property of that character. I believethe sum agreed 
upon will, on a careful investigation of the matter, be found 
to be a fair one to both parties in interest. 

Our police court records show a lamentable increase in 
drunkenness and its attendant evils. Perhaps this may be 
accounted for by the apparent increased disrespect for the 
regulations of the license law by those who sell under its 
provisions. Whatever the cause, the number of cases has 
increased to an alarming extent. 

There have been a number of cases of juvenile delin- 
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quents disposed of before the juvenile department of the 
police court. This branch of the administration of public 
affairs, small and unimportant though it may seem toa cas- 
ual observer, cannot fail of a lasting benefit to those erring 
small folk who, now somewhat irresponsible, soon will be 
the citizens and business men of Somersworth. Wonder 
constantly grows that, considering their opportunity and 
environment, they are so good. Much of the fault is with 
the parents. 

It is morally certain that the sale of tobacco to minors 
still goes on to the immeasurable detriment of school chil- 
dren, and in spite of the efforts of the authorities to pre- 
vent it. 

Sympathetic co-operation of citizens is absolutely es- 
sential to the enforcement of law. The cowardly willing- 
ness of the timid, good man to throw responsibility upon 
somebody else is one of the strongest factors in the non- 
enforcement of the law in this or any other community, and 
is a most effective means of bringing law enforcement into 
disrepute. 

To the various officials and citizens with whom my du- 
ties have brought me in contact, I offer my appreciation of 
their uniform courtesies and many kindnesses.

The work of the year just ended has gone steadily on, 
without any radical change. We have not been able to 
take up any new lines, because of our limited funds, but 
the regular work of exchanging books, assisting students 
along special lines, supplying teachers with books suited to 
their needs, and aiding them in every way possible, having 
an oversight of the books taken by the children, that they 
may have those best suited to ages and tastes,—all these 
lines have been faithfully carried forward. Forty-four books 
for supplementary reading and school work have been 
added during the year. These books are the best literature, 
well bound and very cheap, costing on an average 36% 
cents per volume. We need many more of this class, as 
forty-four books only go a little way in supplying from sixty- 
five toone hundred small, eager readers, who read these 
small books in a very short time, and are back looking for 
another “just like that.” The children are earnest, intel- 
ligent readers, and will select the very best literature, when 
it is put within their reach. This shows us the great re- 
sponsibility as well as the great opportunity placed in our 
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hands fer laying a solid foundation for the future in the 
highest and best in literature. 

Over forty of the best magazines are supplied our 
readers ; these furnish material up-to-date, and not to be 
found in books, and with the periodical indexes, which come 
every month, are very valuable for reference. In the last 
year 3,610 magazines have been circulated for home read- 
ing. 

The thirty French books have been circulated 516 
times; an increase of nearly 50 per cent. over last year. 
Ten new books have been added recently. These books 
are much appreciated, and it is our purpose to make addi- 
tions each year, as the funds allow. 

At the time of our last report the experiment of open- 
ing every evening had only been tried four months, so there 
could be no accurate estimate made of the benefits.. Now, 
after a year has been completed, and the records compared, 
they show a very encouraging gain. Where we were able 
to report a circulation of 21,722 books last year, we can re- 
port 22,926 this, showing a gain of 1,204 books and mag 
azines circulated. ‘This is believed to be due entirely to 
keeping open more hours, and so being accessible toa 
greater number. We are constantly striving to have the 
library and its resources made known to those who do not 
use them. 

For the kindness and consideration shown me by the 
trustees, I wish to express my grateful appreciation. Their 
efforts to make the rough places smooth have always been 
recognized, and whatever lack there has been has been be- 
yond their control. 

We hope this year that the city council will see the 
needs of the library as real, rather than imaginary, and that 
city money expended here is for permanent good to all.

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alarm of fire. Much valuable time is lost in ringing an 
alarm, also for the firemen to locate the fire, under our 
present system. I would also recommend a new hose 
wagon for Deluge No. 1 hose company, as the present one 
has passed its usefulness. 

The fire department is very much in need of rubber 
hats, and I hope that we can be able to get them as soon 
as possible. 

As my year has just come toa close, I wish to thank 
His Honor, the Mayor, and the committee on fire depart- 
ment for the great assistance they have given me during 
the year, and last, but not least, the brave firemen, who 
were never found wanting.

STREET COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


SoMERSWORTH, N. H., March 1, 1908. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City 


of Somersworth: 


GENTLEMEN : In accordance with the provisions of the 
city ordinances, I herewith submit my report as street com- 
missioner for the fiscal year ending February 29, 1908. 

At the beginning of the year this department set out 
to put in the best repair possible, with such material as was 
available, all the streets of the city, and with constant care 
and labor has succeeded to a good degree in fulfilling its 
plans. 

STREETS. 


All streets have been kept clean, as also have all high- 
ways, of stone and other matter liable to impair good trav- 
eling conditions, and where grading was necessary, the im- 
provements have been made. 

It has been demonstrated, however, that Somersworth 
is in need of an abundance of gravel deposit for the con- 
tinual grading of its streets and highways in order to keep 
them in proper condition to stand the wear and tear which 
they, of necessity, must undergo. 


SIDEWALKS. 


It must be generally conceded that Somersworth to- 
day has more and better sidewalks than ever before in its 
history, and in this respect is far in advance of most cities 
of its size. 

The work “has been carried on during the past few 
years in different parts of the city, and where most needed. 
During the past summer concrete walks have been laid on 
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Union, Main, Franklin, Tremont, Green, Pine, School, Fay- 
ette, Washington and Mt. Vernon streets. 

The sidewalk on the southerly side of High street, be- 
tween Fore and Orange streets, which walk is of brick, has 
been relaid, and new and much heavier curbing has been 
put in place of the older and lighter stone. 

Curbing has also been laid on different sections of the 
walk along Main and Grove streets, and where needed, the 


curbing has been reset. 
BRIDGES. 


The old wooden structure, known as the Eddy bridge, 
has been replaced by a steel bridge, through the joint ac- 
tion of Somersworth and Berwick, and the Market street 
and New Dam bridges, all steel structures, have been 
painted, to better preserve the material. 


SEWERS. 


The sewer on High street has been extended during 
the past year from a point near the junction with Franklin 
street, where it terminated, to the junction with Pearl 
street, a distance of about 1,600 feet. This was badly 
needed, to stop the surface drainage from flowing on the 
land of property owners on both sides of the street, and 
also to afford the people of that vicinity proper sewerage 
facilities. 

All the sewers about the city have been cleaned out 
regularly, when needed, and kept in proper condition to se- 
cure good drainage. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that sidewalk improvements be 
continued; that the city secure a gravel bank suitable for 
street grading, and that the macadam, particularly that on 
Main street, be relaid. 


In closing, I desire to thank His Honor, the Mayor, 
and the members of the city council, for their kindness and 
courtesy during the past year.

REPORT OF CHAIRMAN OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., March 1, 1908. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit my report for the 
year ending February 29, 1908. 

Your appropriation of $20,000 has been judiciously ex- 
pended during the year. 

The High school was a disgrace to the city, hence the 
necessity of placing it in a presentable condition. The in- 
terior was painted and kalsomined, desks varnished, black- 
boards repaired, new blinds were placed in the belfry, and 
other minor repairs, at a cost approximately of $450. The 
contract of painting the school was awarded to Mr. John 
Blaisdell, he being the lowest bidder. 

In the Orange street building new doors were placed 
in entrance facing Court street, and other minor repairs, 
also a new concrete walk was laid on the grounds around 
the building. These improvements cost about $250. I 
would suggest that a special appropriation of $1,500 at 
least be given for repairing this building. The interior 
needs painting, the piping system should be changed, and 
the several rooms re-plastered. A new fence is needed, 
running from Court street along the Blake property to 
Orange street, also a new veranda over the Court street en- 
trance, and small repairs throughout the building. 

Changes in the curriculum, and a general re-arrange- 
ment of studies in the High school were made necessary in 
September, owing to the demands of the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. This has added to the ex- 
pense of conducting the school. 

The balance of $200 was paid out of this year’s appro- 
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priation, for the erection of the boilers in the High and 
Burleigh schools. 

Another expense in the running of the schools was an 
increase of $25 in the salaries of the primary teachers, 
making the maximum $450, and the minimum $288. The 
present salary is not excessive ; indeed, it is very moderate, 
considering the time given by the teachers in their duties. 
The exacting nature of the requirements for teachers are 
becoming more and more severe, and the standards of 
knowledge and efficiency which are being insisted upon in 
teachers must lead logically to a better compensation. 

The committee thought it advisable to make some 
changes in text-books, hence the Milne arithmetic was sub- 
stituted for the Hall, and the Natural geography for the 
Tarbell. 

The transportation of children is another matter to 
which your committee has given considerable thought dur- 
ing the year, a curtailment of expense being made in this 
direction, and a further one is under consideration. 

Notwithstanding the amount of money expended for 
repairs during the year, the committee has been able to 
save nearly $700 of the appropriation. 

I would suggest that, exclusive of the $1,500 asked 
for in repairing the Orange street building, $20,000 be 
appropriated for the maintenance of schools during the 
coming year. For details of administration and other mat- 
ters pertaining to the schools, I would refer you to the 
report of the superintendent.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board: 


I would respectfully submit this, my ninth annual re- 
port as principal of the High school, and fifth as superin- 
tendent of schools. 

The year has been one of many changes, mostly for 
the better, in our school system. The standard of fitness 
for teachers has been raised, the age of entrance to the 
primary schools advanced, and the salaries of our primary 
teachers have been made more nearly commensurate with 
the importance of their duties. 

No one may now be elected to become a teacher in 
our elementary schools who is not a graduate of a normal 
school, or has not had at least three years’ successful expe- 
rience, or does not hold a state teacher's certificate. - [his 
change was made because it was realized that our schools 
could keep pace with other communities only by exacting a 
high standard of fitness. 

For several years the growing pressure of work in the 
primary grades has seemed to demand of the children too 
much work, and a maturity greater than our pupils of those 
grades possessed. Now pupils may not be received into 
the public schools before they reach the age of six. This 
will make the pupils of each grade one year older, and 
therefore so much the more mature for the work they will 
have to do. There will be less danger of nervous break- 
down, and the pupils can advance more materially and 
easily from grade to grade. | 

Last year a plea was made for the better payment of 
our primary teachers. A change has been made this year 
whereby primary teachers, provided they have taught six 
years in our public schools, may attain a maximum of $450 
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salary, an advance of $25. This isa just recognition of 
the fact that these teachers have worked faithfully and are 
worthy of their hire. 

The change in the entrance age has madeit possible to 
close the New Dam school, and also todo this year with 
one less teacher in the Union school. Next year the num- 
ber of pupils in the latter school will be again normal and 
it will become necessary to elect the fermer number of 
teachers. 

Serious consideration has been given to the question 
of closing the Blackwater school, but because it was found 
that the expense of transporting the children to the city 
would be as much or more than the cost of maintaining the 
school, it was decided to continue the present arrangement. 

There have been several changes of teachers during 
the year. Miss Alice Donahue of the first-grade primary 
resigned, and also Miss Martha A. Hersom, in the High 
school. Miss Hersom’s place was taken by Miss Elizabeth 
O'Malley, who resigned the position in November, and was 
succeeded by Miss Fannie C. Morgan,a graduate of Mt. 
Holyoke, who has very acceptably filled the place since 
then. Miss Addie Emery, the teacher in the New Dam 
school, was transferred to the third grade, Union street. 
Miss Lottie Burr, supervisor of drawing, resigned at the 
end of the last school year, and in consequence of shortage 
of money, and because Dover and Rochester also had _ dis- 
pensed with an instructor in this department, it was decided 
to do without this teacher this year, and to have each teach- 
er carry on, as nearly as she could, the work in drawing of 
the grade. 

It is now generally believed that scarcely any subject 
in the elementary school course is of more practical value 
than drawing. Such preliminary training is almost indis- 
pensable for preparation for the High school, where it is 
quite important that the pupil should be able to use free- 
hand and mechanical drawing. As many of our High 
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school pupils:are; preparing for technical schools, where a 
previous knowledge of drawing is very necessary, it will be 
seen that skilled instruction in drawing cannot be omitted 
from our curriculum without serious loss to the pupils. 
This is more true- because very few of our teachers have 
had sufficient training in this subject so that they can feel 
competent to carry out the work best suited to their grade 
without the assistance and supervision of a specialist. I 
should strongly advise, even though other cities may do 
otherwise, that Somersworth try to secure again a trained 
drawing teacher, to instruct in all the grades, including 
the High school. 7 a 

A crying evil, throughout our school system, is a lax- 
ness of promotion. Our teachers, though painstaking and 
conscientious, do not always exact a sufficiently high stand- 
ard of promotion from all their pupils. . Nearly every 
teacher is ready to acknowledge this, but will: attempt toa 
uphold her position by saying that the children were not 
properly promoted to her room. Why, then, should she 
have to bear the responsibility for holding them: back, es- 
pecially when the parents are sure'to. make trouble about 
it, and may win the support of the members of the 
school board in so doing? Strange though it may seem, 
parents are too often anxious to have their children 
railroaded through the grades, regardless of whether 
they are doing their work properly. They think if .a 
pupil does not make his promotion, it is not through 
lack of ability, or maturity of the child, but because 
the teacher is inefficient, or bears some _ ill-will either 
toward them or the child. This bad condition of promotion 
makes the work of every teacher doubly hard, and becomes 
so much so in the Grammar school that, though ‘our teach- 
ers there are excellent, and though they havea smaller 
number of pupils apiece than in most other city grammar 
schools of the state, they cannot do all that should be done 
in their grades, or as much as is done in some neighboring 
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grammar schools, in preparation for the High school. As 
a result, many of these pupils, when they reach the High 
school, are so inadequately prepared that they must be held 
back at the end of the first year, or must drop out of school 
because the work is too hard for them. 

For the past four and one-half years, we have had eight 
years’ preparation for the High school, a long enough time 
to find out something about the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of the system. The change was made in Somers- 
worth, as in many other cities of the state, partly because 
the state department of public instruction favored sucha 
plan, and partly because it seemed in successful operation 
in many New England and western cities. If other cities 
could furnish a good preparation for the High school, as 
they seemed to do, in eight years, it seemed as though Som- 
ersworth was allowing her children to waste a year, and was 
spending money upon an extra year on elementary work 
that was unnecessary. As our children: in. Somersworth 
were ‘presumably as bright, and our teachers as good, it 
seemed only reasonable to suppose that the shorter course, 
working well in Dover and other neighboring cities, should 
give satisfaction also here. ? 

What are the results? J.arger classes are graduating 
from the Grammar school than ever before, the class of the 
present year numbering 49. Attendance in the High 
school -has increased, pupils are remaining. in the school 
longer, and a larger percentage are finishing the High 
school course, as can be seen from the fact that the last 
three classes to graduate have averaged a third larger than 
any preceding classes. | | | 

From an economic point of view, then, I believe this 
change has been advantageous, because it has permitted 
our young people, in a shorter period of time, to secure a 
good education, and to enter either upon their life-work or 
some course ina more advanced school. There are diff- 
culties that have arisen from the change, difficulties that 
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must be remedied, or its advantages will be seriously im- 
paired. If our children are to be hurried through the 
grades into the High school, it is very evident that neither: 
here nor elsewhere can the plan work itself out most suc- 
cessfully, nor could any other. If a considerable number 
of children are allowed to enter each year from the Gram- 
mar school who are not prepared for the High school, the 
work of the High school is increased, the pupils will not re- 
ceive the full benefit of their course, and many of them will 
be obliged to take an extra year to attain an acceptable de- 
gree of excellence in their work. Then, in retaining our 
present system, it is necessary for its greatest success that 
we should safeguard it by more rigid requirements for pro- 
motion. 

Without doubt the High school is appealing to a larger 
clientele than ever before. This is particularly true of our 
Catholic population, and especially those of Irish descent. 
Until comparatively recently they have been content with 
the education offered by the Grammar school for their chil- 
dren. They now realize that a High school training is 
equally essential, so frequently the Catholic pupils of a class 
exceed the others. The class of 1907 numbered 26; of 
these 15 were Catholics, and of the 15 six entered normal 
schools, and three, other professional or preparatory schools. 
In the class of 1906 there were seven Catholic pupils, all 
of whom entered college or normal school. Three of these 
entered Brown, one the University of Maine, one Tufts 
Dental college, and two N. H. Normal school. Of the six 
of the class of 1907 who have remained at home this year, 
several are planning next year to continue their higher edu- 
cation. Thus it would seem that the school is stimulating 
successfully young people to educate themselves as much 
as possible, and that its work is at least well enough done 
so that the pupils are able to maintain the required standing 
in the schools that they enter. 

Our Grammar and High schools are small in numbers. 
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Nearly all children of English or Irish descent complete 
the Grammar school and enter the High, but almost none 
of the large number of our French children receive the 
benefit of even a Grammar school education. Every child 
is obliged to go to school until he is fourteen years of age, 
an age at which he might reasonably be expected to have 
graduated from the Grammar school, yet nearly every 
French child is fourteen years of age, and consequently 
_is entitled to a work certificate before he has completed the 
fifth primary grade. . These children are bright, and are 
fairly entitled to the same opportunities of education as the 
others. Why; then, are they not able to complete the 
Grammar grades with other children? It is not due to dif- 
ficulties of language, nor to lack of ability, but to the fact 
that these children are losing several years of advancement 
in going back and forth from the public to the parochial 
schools. The result is, they finally go out into their work 
for life with a school education that would be small fora 
child of ten or eleven years of age, when they might as 
well have had a full Grammar school education. 

It would seem that the French people do not realize 
that their children are losing the best half of their public 
school training, not so much because they must go to work 
as soon as the law allows, but because they have attempted 
to obtain an education in English and French at the same 
time, and so have lost their whole Grammar school training. 
Thus, when they leave the primary school to go to work, 
they can do scarcely more in arithmetic than add, subtract, 
multiply, and divide, and employ the simple use of frac- 
tions. They have had almost no grammar or geography, 
and have read only simple books. 

Do the French people wish to handicap their children 
with an education so much poorer than other children are 
receiving, and much less than they might receive be- 
fore becoming fourteen years of age? It is more and 
more true that a certain amount of education is necessary 
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to reach any degree of success in life, and the people that 
fails to regard this, and fails to give its children the best 
opportunities for education within its power, must bear in 
mind that in so doing it is placing a great handicap in their 
way. ‘The hewers of wood and the carriers of water” of 
each generation have been some new immigrant people. 
The second and the third generations have risen in the so- 
cial scale, and they are no longer the burden carriers and 
the unskilled workers. Why? Irish, Germans, Swedes, 
and many others come to our country, and have success- 
fully undertaken its unskilled labor, and all, realizing the 
advantages and the necessity of educating their children, 
placed them in a position of no longer being dependent for 
subsistence upon the hardest rough labor and the lowest 
wages. Educating the child prepares him for a larger life- 
work, and the man that disregards this fact should remem- 
ber that in so doing he is keeping his child within the ranks 
of the ignorant and of the unskilled. © 
Should not, then, those men and women who stand fore- 
most in influence and intelligence among the French of 
Somersworth use their power among their people, for the 
credit of the race and its future prominence, to arouse them 
to a greater care of their children’s education, and to a 
realization that a primary school training is a very poor 
preparation for life, and is not one-half of the education 
course for life that their children can and ought to receive 
before they are fourteen years of age? | 
Evety year the work of the High school has been be- 
coming harder. More is now demanded and required than 
ever before. The colleges have made severe demands upon 
the High school, and now the state is making even other 
additional requirements of every school. Many of these 
are just and will tend to increase the standard of efficiency. 
At any rate, the amount of study the High school pupil 
must do is appreciably increased, and parents, more than 
ever before, must insist upon their children setting aside 
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from two to four hours for out-of-school study. Otherwise 
they cannot be surprised if the child is not able to maintain 
his standing. Doubtless slower and immature children 
should not be allowed to attempt to do the High school 
work in less than five years. 

The work required in English has been nearly doubled. 
It is increased in physics, mathematics, and history to such 
an extent that it will be practically impossible to continue 
all the work that in the past has been done in the school, 
without an additional teacher.. I do not see how we can 
possibly offer adequate courses in German, or biology, or 
physiography, or commercial work, without another teacher. 
The schools about us have already appointed the new teach- 
ers made necessary by this demand of the state.. At pres- 
ent no other city high school in New Hampshire has so few 
instructors as ours. It is necessary, then, if your High 
schoo] is to retain its precious good name, that you add to 
its teaching force. 

_.. All the schools should be connected by telephone. It 
is often very necessary for a teacher or parent to get 
quickly into communication with the chairman of the 
school board, the truant officer, or the superintendent of 
schools. There is no way of doing this, except by sending 
a messenger, or by going oneself. Most city schools else- 
where are so provided. 

There should be a more adequate provision for a eeHeol 
signal. The High school bell does not ring loudly enough 
to be heard on a stormy day at the lower end of: the city. 
Thus, through a large section, the present signal is practi- 
cally worthless. 

Sufficient care against fire is taken in all the schools. 
The doors open outward and are always unlocked in school 
hours. In the elementary schools there is a fire drill every 
two weeks. Only the Union Street school has many chil- 
dren in its second story, and there it would seem only 
reasonable precaution that fire escapes be provided. 
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The High school building, whose service of more than 
half a century places it among the oldest buildings of its 
kind in the state, is naturally, according to modern ideas, 
rather antiquated, and not especially well suited to the new 
demands made upon it by more classes, more pupils, larger 
laboratory facilities, and larger demands in the way of com- 
mercial education. There are no longer rooms enough for 
the increased needs of the school. We cannot have a com- 
mercial course, if for no other reasons, because there is no 
room for it. We cannot adequately equip ourselves in 
physics and chemistry, because we have but one room for 
them, and two at least are needed, and so far as I know are 
provided in every other city high school in New Hamp- 
shire. Every recitation room should be able to seat at 
least 45 pupils. The next year’s entering class will prob- 
ably exceed 45, yet we have nota single recitation room 
with that number of seats in it. Three of the four rooms 
have less than 30 seats, and are not large enough to permit 
any additions. Even then, it will be necessary to use 
double seats, the rooms are so small. It will be seen, then, 
that however well the High school building met the needs 
of 1860, it is no longer up-to-date and no longer adequate 
for the increased needs of a modern High school. Within 
the last few years the same conditions that confront us 
have compelled Berlin, Nashua, Plymouth, Rochester, 
Dover, and Portsmouth to erect new buildings. _ The other 
cities, except Somersworth, were already so provided. 

We have an ideal situation for a beautiful High school 
building. No other city has one so good. The need is cer- 
tainly pressing, Our children are as worthy as any of the 
best. 

' The size of the High school during the past year has 
been about as in preceding years. The attendance and 
punctuality have been good. We have now for three years 
had the condition, unusual in High schools, of graduating 
classes of more than one-quarter of the school member- 
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ship. No better proof can be presented, perhaps, than 
this, of the continued popularity of the “old High school 
on Prospect Hill.”’ 

Through the public-spirited generosity of Mayor Ben- 
jamin F. Hanson, we were enabled again this year to offer 
_aprize of $5 each to the best speaker of the boys, and of 
the girls, of the class of 1908. Twenty-two took part in 
the preliminary declamations, and a committee consisting of 
Fred K. Wentworth, president of the High School Alumni 
Association, Col Walter S. Lawson, and William S. Tib- 
bets, selected from these the best six of the boys, and also 
of the girls. These were Lowell Foote, Clyde Faunce, 
Thomas Hanaghan, Michael O'Malley, Orlando Priestly, 
Martin Riley, Helen Brewster, Catherine Brewster, Annie 
Chapman, Marion Cochrane, Lola Goding, and Margaret 
Stevens. These 12 spoke in the Somersworth theatre. A 
committee consisting of Prof. C. H. Harrison of Durham, 
Edward F. Gowell of Berwick, and Mrs. Harriet B. L. Per- 
kins awarded the prizes to Miss Annie Chapman and Or- 
lando Priestly. The purpose of these declamations is to 
develop self-confidence in the pupil and also to give him 
some training in the right use of his voice. 

The class of 1908 gave a play early in February. The 
proceeds from this will go to defray the graduation ex- 
penses, and those of the base ball team. Sometimes there 
has been criticism because such school entertainments 
were allowed, as the preparation for them would tend to 
take away interest in the school work. There is little 
ground for such criticism here, whatever may be true else- 
where. In probably no High school are there less enter- 
tainments given by the pupils for the sake of raising 
money. We have no school dances or school sociables. 
There is never more than one play, and whoever takes part 
in this must be well up in his studies, so that there will be 
as little interference as possible with school work. The 
training that these pupils receive in getting ready for the 
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public, and in acting before it, I believe is well worth the 
time they may have taken. The school is to prepare for 
life, and certainly the ability to make a good appearance 
before an audience in a drama, or a public declamation, is a 
valuable enough acquisition to make it worth while for the 
school to help in its attainment. No one who witnessed the 
play, “Higbee of Harvard,’ or who heard the prize declam- 
ations of this year, will be inclined to doubt the benefits 
to be derived from such work. 

In conclusion, in thanking you for your co-operation in 
those things which have been in the interests of the school 
advancements, may I not again impress upon you more 
strongly, (1) the city’s need of a new High school building, 
(2) the necessity of stricter promotion from grade to grade, 
and (3) the importance of completer and better supervision 
of our schools.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


Io the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


GENTLEMEN :—We herewith forward the annual re- 
port for the board of water commissioners for the year 
commencing March 1, 1907, and ending March 1, 1908. 

In pursuance of the usual custom, the commissioners 
met at their office in the city building, June 16, 1907, and 
organized by electing Arthur J. Seavey, chairman, and 
Charles F. Crockett, clerk.

I have received 
many courtesies from you, gentlemen, and kindliest feel- 
ings have existed between all the employees. 


PUMPING STATION. 


This is in excellent condition. The pumps have 
worked continuously, as you will see by the engineer's 
report hereto annexed. The boilers have been duly in- 
spected and favorable reports received from the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company. Four new tubes have been put in 
boiler No. 1, and the pumps have been painted. The floor 
has also been shellaced and varnished, putting the pump- 
room in excellent condition. 


FILTER BED. 


The filter bed has been cleaned twice, and the screen 
well four times. The sand will have to be renewed in the 
near future. 

STAND PIPE. 


A few minor leaks were repaired during the year.

All hydrants have been put in first-class condition. 
On the opening of spring, several hydrants were found 
broken by the frost, or other causes. Every hydrant in 
the city has been tested, and repairs made when necessary. 
Found many leaking valves. A new hydrant has been put 
in at corner of Green and Mt. Auburn streets.

Repairs have been made to many, owing to leaks, princi- 
pally goose necks,. Two have been relaid, namely, at the 
residence of Patrick Haggerty, and also at house owned by 
the Great Falls Manufacturing Co., on Green street.
